There hav e been men thro ugho ut histo ry 


who hav e been gifted with the v isio n and 
strength to be great leaders. Few wo rked 
under mo re difficult circumstances than 
Geo rge Washingto n. Less hav e left as 
great o r enduring an ex ample to mankind. 
In Washingto n’s last ho urs, the Father o f 
His Co untry said, “ I die hard, but I am no t 
afraid to go .” 
He had no reaso n to be afraid. He had 
liv ed his life ho nestly . His display o f mo ral 
strength is his mo st v ital legacy to mo dern- 
day Americans. 
He did all things with metho dical pre­ 
cisio n and so ber judgment. His mind wasn t 
easily co nfused with tho ughts no t bearing 
directly o n the subject at hand. Few wo uld 
call him brilliant, in war o r in peace, but 
all will call him staunch. And that kind o f 
perso n can be depended o n. 
Washingto n’s farming was pro fitable, his 
war-making successful, and his presidency 
acceptable. But the amazing thing abo ut 
the unwav ering co urse he steered was that 
mo st o ther helmsmen wo uld hav e go ne o n 
the ro cks in sho rt o rder. 
Rarely has a mo re diso rganized, embit­ 
tered, ill-prepared and bickering gro up than 
the American co lo nists fo ught a successful 
war to gain independence. There was little 
agreement o n the metho d o f the war o r 
whether it sho uld be waged at all. 
But this was o nly a pro blem to be sur­ 
mo unted fo r Washingto n. “ Shall we after 
this whine and cry fo r relief when we hav e 
already tried it in v ain? ” he asked. 
During that ragged and nearly disastro us 
rev o lutio n, he was the steady man. 
His 
character buttressed no t o nly the army but 
the co untry as well. He steered the un­ 
wav ering co urse. 
When the feeble republic needed a presi­ 
dent, there co uld be no questio n that Wash- 
ingto n, the leader, the practical man, sho uld 
be the o ne. 
To day we do no t hav e a Washingto n. 
We do no t need o ne. Our substitute is the 
mo ral strength o f a united peo ple. We can 
keep o ur independence and ho ld o ur heads 
high if we believ e in and act upo n the prin­ 
ciples Geo rge Washingto n established a 
century and a half ago . 


FOREST DIVIDEND 
An unex pected div idend o f the federal 
so il bank pro gram may be a substantial in­ 
crease in the planting o f trees o n mar­ 
ginal land. Such plantings are beneficial 
no t o nly to farmers but to the general 
eco no my . 
At o ne stage in o ur natio nal histo ry the 
emphasis was all o n clearing land to make 
ro o m fo r agriculture. 
An unfo rtunate re­ 
sult o f this was that co nsiderable land no t 
really suitable fo r gro wing fo o d cro ps was 
denuded o f its fo rest co v er. In recent 
v ears there has been a trend back to the 
planting o f trees, no t o nly fo r shelter belts 
in the plains areas, but to pro duce po sts, 
po les, and o ther saleable fo rest pro ducts. 
Many farmers hav e added substantial wo o d 
lo ts fo r such purpo ses during the past 
decade. 
At a recent meeting o f the Upper Mis­ 
sissippi Valley sectio n o f the So cict\ o f 
American Fo resters, a U. S. Fo rest Serv ice 
man said that “ the so il bank o ffers a great­ 
er incentiv e fo r farmers to plant trees than 
any o ther pro gram since befo re Wo rld W ar 
2.” The speaker, Ralph Ahlsko g, o f Mil­ 
waukee, said, “ Farmers are go ing to put 
so me o f their po o r land into trees if they 
get the pro per info rmatio n.” 
That is the key to the matter. 
Many 
farmers still hav e to be so ld o n the adv an­ 
tages o f farm wo o d lo ts. 
Such selling will 
be wo rth the tro uble it takes. 
Fro m the 
standpo int o f bo th farmers and the public 
generally , it makes sense to plant trees o n 
marginal land wherev er po ssible.

GEORGE WASHINGTON 


In ou r prolonged history as a nation, now 169 
years since the adoption of the Constitu tion, we 
have not b een b lessed b y an extraordinarily large 
nu mb er of statesmen or political philosophers. It 
is astonishing, however, to note how many really 
great minds were active in preparing the Declara­ 
tion of Independence and the Constitu tion and in 
charting the new government throu gh the earliest 
years of its history. 
All these men. of whatever philosophy, 1 homas 
Jefferson as well as Alexander Hamilton, Sam 
Adams as well as John Adams, Thomas Paine as 
well as John Marshall recognized the geniu s, the 
competence, the wisdom of George Washington. 
The fact that George Washington pronou nced 
a doctrine does not give it validity for all time, 
b u t is is to b e noted that few statem ents of na­ 
tional pu rpose have had a more profou nd effect 
u pon ou r historic policy than those enu nciated in 
Washington’s Farewell Address. Althou gh it mu st 
b e conceded that the doctrine of non-entangle­ 
ment grew' increasingly u npopu lar after Roose­ 
velt’s Qu arantine Speech in 19 37 and the word, 
isolationist, b ecame a term of opprob riu m and 
even shame du ring World W ar II, the tailu re of 
American foreign policy to achieve not only its 
goals b u t any goals, the reckless ou tpou ring of 
wealth of the people into b ottomless coffers in 
many disant cou ntries, the flirtations of the pres­ 
ent Administration with Commu nists, dictators 
and slave-ow ners, does cau se some wonderment 
as to whether George Washington did not exhib it 
greater prescience than those who today can find 
it more moral to apply sanctions against Israel 
for invading Gaza than against Nehru for invad­ 
ing Kashmir. 
The oft-repeated references to George W ash­ 
ington’s 
Farewell 
Address 
rarely 
remind 
the 
reader that this was a renu nciation of a third 
term in the office of the Presidency. He cou ld not 
b e dissu aded from his decision not to ru n again. 
He was assisted in the formu lation of this docu ­ 
ment b y Madison, Jay and Hamilton b u t the 
original is in his handwriting. There was, of 
cou rse, no Twenty-Second Amendment, limiting 
the Presidency to two terms then, b u t Washing­ 
ton did not regard himself as irreplaceab le. In 
the rather rou nded langu age of the period, he 
said: 
“I rejoice, that the state of you r concerns, ex­ 
ternal as well as internal, no longer renders the 
pu rsu it of inclination incompatib le with the sen­ 
timent of du ty, or propriety; and am persu aded 
whatever partiality may b e retained for my serv­ 
ices, that in the present circu mstances of ou r 
cou ntry, you will not disapprove my determina­ 
tion to retire.” 
It is in this Farewell Address, in which W ash­ 
ington rejected a thiid term, that he laid down a 
foreign policy for this cou ntry, one that to a 
greater or lesser degree was followed closely b y 
most of his su ccessors: 
. . The Nation, which indu lges « owards an ­ 
other an hab itu al hatred, or an hab itu al fond­ 
ness, is in some degree a slave. It is a slave to 
its animosity or to its affection, either of which 
is su fficient to lead it astray from its du ty and 
its interest

It wou ld seem as thou gh President Eisen­ 
hower and Secretary of State John Foster Du lles 
and Amb assador Henry Cab ot Lodge might have 
read that sentence and the several paragraphs 
of warning that follow it when they flew down 
to Georgia to discu ss the Su ez-Gaza situ ation in 
the peacefu l atmosphere of George Hu mphrey’s 
shooting lodge. This sentence might have helped 
them too: 
". . . Sympathy for the favou rite nation, 
facilitating the illu sion of an imaginary common 
interest, in cases where no real common interest 
exists, and infu sing into one the enmities of the 
other, b etrays the former into a participation in 
the qu arrels and Wars of the latter, withou t ade­ 
qu ate indu cement or ju stification: It leads also 
to concessions to the favou rite Nation of privi- 
ledges denied lo others, which is apt dou b tly to 
inju re the Nation making the concessions. 
Su rely excessive partiality for Nehru ’s India. 
Tito's Yu goslavia and Nasser’s Egypt wou ld have 
appeared to George Washington as u nseemly, for 
of su ch partiality he said: 
. . Real Patriots, who may resist the in- 
triegu es of the favou rite, are liab le to b ecome 
su spected and odiou s; while its tools and du pes , 
u su rp the applau se and confidence of the people, 
to su rrender their interests.” 
I can qu ote no more for want of room, hu t in 
this year of fatefu l errors, it wou ld b ^ sou nd for 
citizens to read George Washington's Farewell 
Address—a legacy to his people.

INFECTIOUS HEPATITIS 


While epidemics of many diseases are b ecom­ 
ing so rare that some of ou r you nger physicians 
have never seen cases of smallpox or typhoid, 
there is one disease which is appearing in Canada, 
the United States and elsewhere. 
This is infec­ 
tiou s hepatitis, an acu te infection of the liver 
thou ght to b e cau sed b y a viru s. 
It shows itself 
chiefly b y jau ndice—a yellow’ discoloration of the 
skin du e to the deposit of b ile coloring in its deep­ 
est layers. 
Epidemics 
have 
developed 
in 
institu tions, 
schools and commu nities. In 19 44, only two cases 
were reported in Canada; in 19 54 there were 3,871 
and in 19 55, 2,586. This increase is partly du e to 
b etter reporting of the disease and the fact that 
more provinces now report it. 
However, a defi­ 
nite u pward trend is evident. 
The first large epidemic of infectiou s hepa­ 
titis reported in Canada occu rred in 19 31 at Mou nt 
Allison University in Sackville, N. B., with 173 
cases. 
The infection was eventu ally traced to 
pollu ted drinking w ater from a spring su pplying 
five of the u niversity residences. 
There was no 
ou tb reak in two residences receiving their w ater 
from the town nearb y. 
Illness commences 25 to 35 days after exposu re 
and the u su al symptoms are pronou nced loss of 
appetite, fatigu e, listlessnqss and sometimes nau ­ 
sea and vomiting. 
Fever, associated with b odily 
aches and pains, is often noted. 
After two to 
fou r days jau ndice appears and the tem peratu re 
b egins to retu rn to normal. 
Within a few’ days 
the stomach and intestinal symptoms disappear 
and the appetite retu rns b u t the jau ndice lasts 
from two to five weeks. 
As the patient is often severely ill, b ed rest is 
essential for at least three weeks u nder compe­ 
tent medical care. 
Dru gs are of little u se in 
treatm ent althou gh one of the antib iotics dru gs 
may b e prescrib ed to prevent infection from b ac­ 
teria adding to liver damage. 
In special instances gamma glob u lin injections 
are given to persons who have b een in contact 
with an individu al who develops infectiou s hepa­ 
titis to prevent the development of epidemics. 
Fu ll recovery is apt to take several months and 
the patient recovering from an attack is well ad­ 
vised to ”take it easy.” 
A second attack may oc­ 
cu r which is apt to b e more severe than the first. 
Children b etween 9 and 14 are the most fre­ 
qu ent victims althou gh people of any age may 
b ecome ill. particu larly memb ers of a family in 
which there is a patient. 
A you ng child may 
have a mild case while the parent may su ffer a 
mu ch more severe illness. 
As the disease is in­ 
frequ ently fou nd in people over 30 years of age, 
it is b elieved that 25 to 50 per cent of the adu lt 
popu lation is immu ne. 
I wou ld like to discu ss infectiou s hepatitis 
fu rther tomorrow.

The General As­ 
semb ly, however was ab le to ob ­ 
tain a cease-fire and the with­ 
drawal of invading troops. 
BY THE CREATION of the 
United Nations 
E m e r g e n c y , 
Force—U N EF—to take over ter­ 
ritory’ as the aggressor forces' 
withdrew, the General Assemb ly 
is now thou ght to have paved
